Most of these methods alter the original 
tape or its recording. Moreover, they require a measure 
of skill or technical experience to prepare a slide or 
filmstrip show. 

The newest development in tape-to-slide synchronizers 
requires only a simple pencil mark to cue the tape. This 


is the MARK-Q-MATic®, which is portable and does not 
have to be attached or wired into the tape recorder. This 
patented'^' instrument contains no vacuum tubes which 
can burn out and is safe to use with any tape, even pre- 
recorded tape since it does not affect the recording or 
the original condition of the tape. Cue points are visible 
and can be erased and easily edited without damage to 
the tape or the recording.
